Children Often Place 
Things in Their Ears 
And Noses 


OREIGN bodies fn either the 

ear or the nose are not at 
all uncommon. They are at times 
the source of great pain and 
discomfort and occesionally of 
very serious 
consequences. 
The ear hav- 
ing quitea 
long channel 
between the 
outer open - 
ing and the 
ear drum is 
a receptacle 
for many 
things, The 
external ear 
channel is 
about an 
inch and a 
quarter long, 
often quite 
crooked and 
Smaller at the middle than at 
each end, which fortunately 
stops outside objects from slip- 
ping back to the drum.

TPHE signs of obstruction of 
# this channel are deafness, 
ringing in the ear, a teeling of 
pressure and sometimes quite 
severe pain. One of the most 
common obstructions ‘is when 
the natural discharge from the 
mucous membranes gcts mixed 
with dust, and dries, making a 
hard dry plug which sometimes 
fills the entire channel. This 
will cause deafness and ringing 
and is 1ikely to cause severe raw- 
ness and disease of the mucous 
membrane. 
* * * 
URING my first year of prac- 
tice as a doctor an elderly 
lady came to my office complain- 
ing that she had become hard 
ef hearing five or six years be- 
fore and iit was getting worse. 
She was almost totaliy deaf. I 
looked carefully into her ear 
channels and found them full of 
wax. Thinking I might help her 
hearing a little, I started to wash 
out the hardened wax. After 
considerable washing, a mass 
came out fully an inch long, 
making a complete cast of the 
channel. Almost immediately, 
she spoke to me quite sharply, 
telling me not to talk so loud as 
it hurt her ear. I washed out 
both ears and her bearing was 
almost entirely vestored. I was 
as much surprised and gratified 
are she was. For sevcral weeks 
after that I saw all the deaf 
cases in the neighbo.hood, each 
cne expecting to he cured. It’s 
reedless to say I did not cure all 
of them. Almost ali kinds of 
things are found in the ear, 
Shoe buttons, pieces of matches, 
slugs of cotton, peas, beans, in- 
sects, almost anything. 


OXF case that puzzled me ws 
a navy bean that had evi- 
dentiy been in the ear for weeks. 
Its glistening white skin looked 
like the ear drum. The entire 
ear was very painful and very 
Ceaf. I first thought it was in- 
flamed middle ear trouble, but 
it was too white and seemed too 
close to the outside. In exam- 
ining it a piece of the skin of 
the bean came off, anu then they 
remembered that the child had 
‘old them some weeks before 
that it had put a bean in its 
ear. It had swollen from the 
moisture and become so soft that 
it was readily cut up and washed 
cut. 

ORBIGN bodies in the ear can 
. only bc washed out with a 
syringe and’ warm water, or 
picked out with a forceps, but it 
is so easy to damage the lining 
of the ear and cause serious 
trouble. that only a physician 
should attempt its removal. 

e * * . 


ORFIGN bodies in the nose 
- gre usually more easily re- 
moved, as the channel is larger 
and more elastic, but I have had 
some very difficult cases. The 
floor of the nose is straight back 
from the entrance and objects 
can be pushed back and fall into 
te throat if they cannot be re- 
moved with a forceps. Children 
slip all imaginable things in the 
nostrils and when they hurt are 
often frightened and will not 
tell what they know. 
* * * 


NE case I saw, that had 

fooled one physician and 
was discovered quite by accident 
was in a three-year-old boy who 
bad commenced to have a very 
foul discharge from one nostril. 
‘There was great pain with swell- 
fg and fever. The child was 
taken to a physician about ten 
days after the troubie started, 
and he feared the youngster 
would have to be operated on 
for an abcess. I saw the case 
and thought the same thing, but 
in my examination the supposed 
abdess caught on my instrument 
and I pulled out a folded red 
rubber band of the kind used in 
sling shots about three inches 
long. The abcess disappeared.

NOTHER boy was brought in 

with both nostrils closed and 
congested. Examination showed 
ten ball bearings from his roller 
skates which he had pushed up 
his nose and then would not tell 
what he had done. These are al! 
very childish tricks but can be 
the cause of serious and some- 
times permanent trouble. 


RIGHT POSTURE 


IS NECESSARY

O YOU feel a bit tired and” 
nervous and let-down just 
now at the tag-end of summer? 
If your diet is all right and your 
habits of living are regular then 


the fault 
probably lies 
with your 
posture. If 
your job re- 
quires that 
you spend a 
good deal of 
time on your 
feet, you will 
become so 
tired that 
you do nof, 
care what 
impression 
you make on 
others unless 
you know the 
sccret of good posture. 

Being able to sit and stand 
correctly is an art. Holding your- 
self properly will give you con- 
fidence and will prevent you 
from developing a protruding 
stomach, a double chin, a sway 
back or one of those ugly ‘dow- 
ager humps” on the back of 
your neck. 

Your pelvic bone foims a neat 
little box into which your or- 
gans fit perfectly when you 
stend correctly. The proper way 
to stand is with the region often 
referred to as the “hips” tucked 
neatly under you, the sinall of 
your back pushing out and your 
stomach taut and flat. When 
you allow your back to sway In, 
the pelcis girdle is tipped for- 
ward and the organs are mis- 
placed. 

Such a position leads to strain 
and everything abouv you shows 
it—your face, your nerves and 
your temper. Practice sitting 
end standing correctly and you 
will be less tired at the end of 
the day. When you get home at 
night, form the habit of lying 
down for at least a half hour 
with your feet propped higher 
than your head. You will feel 
greatly refreshed. 

If your position demands that 
you’sit at a desk most of the 
day, then you must take some 
exercises to keep your waistline 
trim and flexible. Use those par- 
ticularly that call into play the 
rauscles of your hips and thighs, 
or go to a pool and swim or walk 
or play tennis. Exercise is bene- 
ficial even when you feel so tired 
you could drop and hot and un- 
interested. Exercises are restful 
because they allow taut muscles 
cond nerves to relax after a brief 
reutine. 

The right kind of a foundation 
garment is also a great aid to 
correct posture. 
your tummy where it belongs 
und makes your hips less con- 
spicuous, so your costumes are 
more becoming.

gainst fatigue. It is up to us. 

Nothing-To-Do Tiring 

A sudden let-down in spirit or 
sulkiness is usually a sign of fa- 
tigue. Sitting around with noth- 
ing to do may’ leave a child as 
sepped of vitality as if he were 
busy on his legs for hours. To 
be happy a child must be kept 
interested This means that the 
parent must make it possible for 
him to have sometning to do. 
We can’t provide him with 
friends, but we can. live In a 
neighborhood where there are 
children of his age, and encour- 
age friendships. We can’t play 
for him or with him on. rainy 
Gays, but we can make a game 
of household tasks. cleaning and 
cooking, teaching him to be use- 
ful while passing the time pleas- 
antly. ° 

Making an Exception 

Children often are so tired 
out that they cannot muster the 
energy to undress or wash and 
get into bed. Adolescent girls. 
and boys, too, sometimes get this 
way after a hard day. The girls, 
however, ara more apt to dis- 
solve into tears and get the 
sympathy and help needed at 
such a time than the boys. 

When parents sec. boys or 
girls helpless and undecided, they 
should take for granted that 
they are too tited to help them- 
selvesyand step in and do it for 
them.
